MOTHER M’KINLEY. 
The Shock Is a Mild One, but Owing to Her Great 
Age the Physicians Think It Will Be Fatal. 


CANTON, O., Dec. 2.—Mrs. Nancy Allison 
McKinley, mother of the President, was 
stricken with paralysis this morning and it 
is feared that her death is only a question 
of a. short time. 

The paralysis at present is of but a mild 
form, but owing to her extreme age, nearly 
§9 years, Dr. Phillips, the attending physi- 
cian, can give but little hope to the family, 

Mr. Abner McKinley of New York has 
been visiting her a few days, and when 
his mother was stricken this morning im- 
mediately communicated with the Presi- 
dent by telephone. The latter asked if he 
had best start at once, to which, Mr. Ab- 
ner McKinley replied that he had best wait 
a further report from the physician, who 
would make a call in time to advise by 1 
o'clock. 

The physician’s statement 
was that there was little 
attack would ultimately 
but that there was 
as to when the end might 
attack was very light’ and in a younger 
person wou'd not neceesarily be regarded 
as dangerous, but to one of her advanced 
years there is every probabil'ty that the 
attack would become aggravated.

She 
was able to walk to her daughter’a room be«# 
fore her illness was known, and since seem 
able to handle herself as well as usual.

‘HE WANTS TO CONVERT THE 


SLIMY STREAM INTO AN IM- 
MENSE BOULEVARD. 


THE FINEST IN THE WORLD. 


Proposes to Build Twenty Miles of 
Stone Docks on the Lake 
Front to Surpass Those 
of Liverpool, 


CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Twenty miles of decks 
on the lake front and the transformation 
of the Chicago River into a boulevard by 
covering it with a culvert from end to end 
is what Charles T. Yerkes proposes for 
Chicago. 

The street car magnate appeared before 
the City Council Committee on Harbors 
'and Bridges to-day and vigorously opposed 
the proposed deepening of the Chicago 
River and the lowering of the tunnels. He 
urged that the city should grant the 6,000 
feet of lake front it owns between Ran- 
dolph street and Park Row to &a corpora- 
tion with $50,000,009 capital, to build twenty 
docks, each a mile long, which at the end 
of fifty years will revert to the city at the 
bare cost of construction. 

“Build them of stone,” said he, “and 
Chicago will have the finest docks in the 
world, not excepting those at Liverpool.” 

Mr. Yerkes frankly declared it to be his 
opinion that the money spent to beautify 
the lake front is merely thrown away. If 
his lake front harbor plan were carried he 
suggested that the river be covered with 
culverts and made into a boulevard extend- 
ing from the mouth to the ends of the 
north and south branches, “‘making,’’ the 
speaker said, ‘the most mag#ificent boule. 
vard in the world.” — 
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Shocks Felt at Pratt and Kingman, 
but Caused No Damage. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 2.—Specials 
from Pratt and Kingman, Kan., half way 
across the State and near the Oklahoma 
boundary, say slight earthquake shocks 
were felt at these places last night. No 
damage appears to have been done, 

At Pratt a distinct shock was exper- 
jenced at 12:58. It was not severe, but 
strong enough to cawse furniture to rock 
and dishes to rattle. The disturbance lasted 
about three seconds. 

The shock at Kingman was felt at 1 a. 
m. Vibrations were from horth to south, 
lasting ten seconds. No damage so far as 
known. 


WICHITA, Kan., Dec, 2.—Telephone mes- 
Sages from Weilington and Hunnewell, 
Kan., describe the earthquake as quite vio- 
lent in those cities. It reached south into 
Oklahoma. 

At Bluff City, Harper County, buildings 
were shaken perceptibly, scaring people into 
the streets, and articles were tumbled from 
Shelves. No serious damage.

Wednesday afternoon Detective Harring- 
ton and Patrolman Rodemich arrested Dick 
Guenther, age 13, and Joe Kapps, age 11, 
on the charges of wholesale theft of copper 
spouting from fashionable residences. 

Thursday morning Joseph Shenaugh of 825 
Carr street was arrested by the same of- 
ficers. 

The boys say they have been stealing un- 
der instructions from Shenaugh. He is a 
junk dealer and drives a wagon through all 
parts of the city. 

‘We sold the copper spouting to Shenaugh, 
and every time we made a sale to him he 
told us to go out and get more,”’ said the 
Guenther boy. 

“He didn’t exactly tell us to steal it,” 
chimed in the li-year-old, “but he told us 
that we would find no trouble in getting 
more spouting, and that he would buy all 
we could get.’’ 

Shenaugh says he didn’t know the prop- 
erty was stolen. 

The boys confess that they ripped the 
spouting off of numerous residences in the 
most aristocratic sections of the city. They 
also made a specialty of churches. The 
boldness with which they operated and 
their luck in escaping detection until 


Wednesday form an interesting feature of 
their story. 

Officers accompanied the youths to the 
warrant office Thursday morning, where 
they made a confession to Assistant Prose- 
cuting Attorney Johnson. 

Col, Johnson told the officers to summon 
some of the property-owners as witnesses, 
and a warrant will be issued against She- 
naugh if the information given by the boys 
can be verified.

The News of the Spanish General’s Death Creates Conster- 
nation at Havana. 


No details of the killing of the Spanish | 
commander have been received beyond the 
Statement that he was shot ifn a battle 
with a force of insurgents while. on the 
march from Sagua La Grande, on the north- 
ern coast of Santa Clara, to Trinidad, on 
the southern coast of the same province, 
where he was to take a ship and go to 
Manzanillo in the eastern province of San- 
tiago De Cuba. 

Officials at the palace declare the story 
must be thoroughly confirmed before they 
believe it. They say the last reports from 
Gen, Pando were that he would be in or on 
his way to Manzanillo by this time. 

Gen. Pando’s plan was to march right 
through the heart of the territory which 
Gen. Gomez's force is declared to have con- 
trolled. Communication with the forces in 
the fleld has not been regular, and until 
further direct news from Gen. Pando’s 
army is received the Havana authorities 
will be in a state of greatest anxiety. 

Gen. Pando has been Marshal Blaneco’s 
right-hand man, and through him negotla- 
tions have been conducted with the itnsur- 
gent leaders to end the war. He has had 
emissaries in every Cuban camp carrying 
offers of bribes to Gomez and others if 
they would lay down their arms and sub- 
mit to Spain. Pando seervd in Cuba with 
Campos, but left the {sland when Weyler 


HAVANA, Dec. 2:—It is reported here that Gen. Pando, Marshal Blanco’s Chief 
of Staff, who had just begun an offensive campaign, has been killed. The report 


says he was shot in a battle with insurgents in the Province of Santa Clara. 


The official report of the Cuban delegate 
at Artemisa to the Havana junta, telling 
of the alleged capture of Col, Nunez’s 
camp at El Ingles, says the camp contained 
only Nunez’s parents, wife and chiidren and 
two Cuban soldiers. Old Nunez defended the 
camp and was killed. The two Cuban sol- 
diers ran away. Mrs, Nunez and the two 
girls were wounded. The Spanish -soldiers 
carefully carried the wounded females to 
a hospital at Candelaria. 

The same report says the Cubans will not 
allow any cane grinding; also that the 
Spanish in towns do not favor grinding, be- 
cause they hold the zones of cultivation and 
grow tobacco with cheap recohcentrado 
labor, which they woul lose if the recon- 
centrados retirned to work.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee, 2.—The mes- 
gage of President McKinley will be devoted 
practically to the subjects of our foreign 
relations and the currency problem. It will 
be unique in one respect in that it ignores 
the great buik of matters usually consti- 
tuting the department portions of presiden- 
tial annual messages. There ts scarcely a 
reference to the subject matter of the an- 
nual reports of the Cabinet, the President’s 
purpose being to call attention only to the 
more important affairs of the Government, 
For this reason, the pogtal savings project 
of the Poatmaster-General ig not discussed 
in the message. | 

While the detaile of the currency plank are 
not @efinitely known, it can be authorita- 
tively stated that it is in the main an in- 
corporation of the views submitted by Sec- 
retary Gage, though as to details the Presi- 
dent leaves himself freedom of action by 
not taking any position with reference to 
several features of the Secretary’s plan, 
while indorsing its main object. 

A strong presentation of the Hawalian 
question is made, and Congress is urged to 
take immediate action by ratification of the 
treaty of annexation. This part of the 
message strongly depicts the necessity for 
making tlre island part of the domains of 
the United States, and reviews advantages 
that would accrue to the country by its 
possession. 

As to Cuba the message calls attention 
to the recent trend of affairs on the island, 
refers to the scheme of autonomy just 
offered by Spain, and, after rectiing other 
cev°lopments in the situation, reaches the 
Virtual conclusion that existing circum- 
f&tances do not warrant interference in the 
affairs of the island. 

Considerable attention is paid to the ques- 
tion of recIprocity negotiations with 
various countres in Europe. Special Com- 
missioner Kasson has been workine on 
this subject for some time and the message 
deals with some developments of negotia- 
tions already bad and expresses the hope 
of the administration to secure satisfac- 
tory results in the future. The policy of the 
Administration on this subject is outlined, 
and, citing French champagnes as an illus- 
tration, the point is made that if spec‘al 
concessions are given any foreign products 
the United States must be given equal treat- 
ment by reciprocal concessions. 

The Alaskan problem !s discussed at some 
length and a plea is made for Congress'ona!

The medical and clerical men of St. Louis 
are quite stirred up over one of Dr. Chari¢s 
H. Hughes’ lectures before the Medical As- 
sociation un “Suicide,” in which he sakes 
the position that there are circumstances, 
times, places and seasons when suicide ‘s 
duty and devotion, Following are some of 
the more striking passages from the now 
famous lecture: 

A man cannot do as he pleases with his 
life more. than he can with his money with- 
out peril to h'mself or others, unless he 
pleases tu do the proper thing. In the social 
and moral world, the Scripture sa‘th “we 
are members one of another,’ that Is, 
man who {s morally and physically healthy. 

But there are circumstances and times 
and places and seasons when suic‘de is duty 
and devotion, a commendable courageous- 
ness and a god-like heroism, a blessing and 
a rescue to thousands, a filling of the law 
of love that what you would that others 
do for you, that you should do for them. 

In the Book of Books, it. is written that 
Judas, after the betrayal, went out and 
hanged himself, and so he ought, and no 
word of condemnation of that proper and 
timely suicide of that greatest of ingrates 
is recorded in the Bible. 

There exist those in whom suicide would 
show the highest of virtue in themselves 
-and prove the greatest of blessings to man- 
kind. To suicides the world owes much of 
ite moral, physical and mental advancement. 
The records of history are not wanting in 
the proofs. The suicides have done as much 
g00d as the martyrs. The latter by their ex- 
ample etimulating to heroic endeavor’ and 
sealing the truths of conviction, the former 
by ridding mankind of its weaklings and of 
breeds of weak and unworthy progeny that 
might have sprung from their loins unfit 
to live and do manful combat in the battle 
of life, ridding the worid of a race of men- 
tal and moral weaklings and cripples, doing 
by their own hands what Lycurgus did for 
the Spartans. 

it is cowardly for one to destroy himself 
because the battle of life goes against, him; 
it is profaning the temple to destroy it, be- 
cause peace and joy does not always reign 
within it, but when the consciouness exists, 
founded on indubitable proof, that to live 
on is to be doomed and to doem generations 
after to the misery of a weak and unstable

3—It ts the intention of the Government that 
there be established if every regiment or corps, 
and throughout the army, as one corps, a grad- 
al and universal subordination or autbority, 
which without loss of foree, shall be even, mild 
and paternal, and which, founded in justice and 
firmness, shall maiatain all subordinates in the 
strictest observance ef duty. It requires that 
enlisted soldiers treated witb particular

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COAL COMMISSIONER'S REPORT’ 


Little Accomplished, but Organization 
Will Continue. 


The coal commission appointed by the 
Manufacturers’ Association to confer with 
mine Operators and miners relative to al- 
leged discrimination in prices against St. 


Louis consumers during the strike, reported 
Thursday afternoon as follows: 

“a0 the Board of Directots and Members 
of the St. Louis Manufacturers’ Association 
—Gentlemen: Your Commission appointed 
by you upon the solicitation of metabers 
of the association and citizens of St. !.ou's 
to investigate the coal question and, if 
possible, to arbitrate the differcnces ,be- 
tween the operators and miners, beg, to 
submit the following report: ; 

‘“‘Letters were enailed to all operators in 
the St. Louis or Belleville district whose 
names were obtainable, whether or hot 
they did business in the city of St. Louis. 

“Letters were mailed to the officials of 
the miners and to all names on a list sub- 
mitted b ythose officials. 

“All-the mine operators whose miners are 
out unconditionally placed their cause in 
the hands of the Commission for arbitra- 
tion, agreeing to abide by the findings of 
the commission. 

“The miners held a meeting of delegates 
and sent a committee to the commission 
to report the decis:on of the miners, which 
was to the effect that they had nothing to 
arbitrate, that some operators had accepted 
the advanced and revised Spr ngfieid scale, 
and they demanded a complete compliance 
w.th that scale. The commission had 4@ 
very pleasant conference with the repre- 
sentatives of the miners and expressed re- 
cret at this decis.on. After hearing the 
report and the informal discuss_on that fol- 
lowed, the commission decided that from the 
statements oft the comm.ttee the miners 
aditi have something to arbitrate, and the 
‘ommittee was advised to place the matter 
before the miners again, and further t me 
was given for that purpose. The second 
meeting was held by the delegates repre- 
senting the miners on Monday, Nov. 0, 
and again their decision was to the effect 
that the miners had nothing to arbitrate 
and would ins!st upon the conditions of the 
Springfield revised scale, thereby declining 
to submit theic side to the findings of your 
comm.ssion, 

“The investigations of your commission 
were more or less informal, and no effort 
was made to verify any statements which 
were made by either party. But your com- 
mission did find that which appeaied to it 
as matters of grave importance to the city 
of St. Louis, its manufacturers and coil 
consumers: 

‘“‘(a) St. Louis has enjoyed the distinction 
of being the cheapest coal market in 
America, Owing largeiy to natural condi- 
tions, and not altogether to low prices pa‘d 
for mining. It might, therefore, be pos- 
sible that other influences are important 
factors in bringing about: and continuing 
the miners’ strike. We have been assured 
that there is now, and has been for months, 
a large volume of coal coming to St. Louis 
from districts outside of the natural St. 
Lou!s coal fields. 

“(b) The operators claim that there are 
inequalities ‘n the demands of the miners, 
and are willing to submit the whole ques- 
tion to arbitration. 

“(c) The miners through their delegates, 
refuse to arbitrate and claim there is noth- 
ing to arbitrate. 

“(d) Many of the large consumers of coal 
in St. Louis who have cuntracts with vari- 
ous coal operators, have expreesed a will- 
ingness to pay an advance in contract prices, 
if such advance went directly to the miners. 

‘“(e) The nature of the Illinois coal, which 
is the natural fuel supply of‘ the city of 
St. Louis, is such that it must be used 
almost immediately after mining, since it 
rapidly deteriorates under the atmosrheric 
influences. ‘This same loss of value does 
not occur in bituminous coals from Indi- 
ana, Ohio, Kentucky, Virginia and Penn- 
sylvania fields. Necessarily, therefore, the 
amount of work which can be done in the 
lilinois mines follows closely the varying 
demands of the city of St. Louis. 

“Your commission awaits your further ‘n- 
structions and the pleasure of all parties 
in interest in the matter.

to the Doctors a Few General Rules Applicable to 


An Epidemic of a Light Form of the Grip Suggests 


Dress and Conduct in Order to Prevent or Mitigate the Attacks of Certain Diseases, 


DR. WILLIAM F. KIER-—That which ts 
known as “a cold” is somewhat elusive, 
until you get {t, or it gets you. It is never 
entirely avoidable, but precautionary meas- 
ures reduce the frequency of assault, 

Upon rising in the morning drink a glass 
of hot water, containing one-third of a tea- 


spoonful ot table salt. 

Take a tepid sponge bath, 

Wear medium underclothing. 

Those who can efford it are usually over- 
dressed in severely cold weather, This is a 
mistake. The condition of the temperature 
should be taken into consideration when 
dressing for the day, and in this change- 
climate the medium weight undercloth- 
safest.

It is 
nature’s resentment, just as a-sneeze is an 
effort of nature to throw off that which is 
irritating the mucous membrane of the 
nose, 

We do not take cold. What we take is 
heat. A draught excites reactionary fever. 

When a man has a cold in his nose, he has 
a fever there. Water coming from it is a re- 
lief, and it should not be suddenly checked, 
or else congestion of the brain may be en- 
gendered, as happened on a memorable oc- 
casion when Daniel Webster, who had con- 
tracted a severe cold in his head, while on 
his way to conduct an ‘mportant trial, fol- 
lowed his physician's advice and suddenly 
checked the flow of excretions from his 
nose by the copious use of opiates, which 
threw him into a raging fever.

A MATTER OF METHODS. 

President McMath is right in saying 
that no law is needed to secure just com- 
pensation for the city in the granting of 
franchises. The Julian law was intended 
as a safeguard against the free gift and 
the private sale of franchises. 

But without the Julian law or any 
other specific law, the power to secure 
good terms for the city Hes in the hands 
of the city authorities. They can dic- 
tate terms to the franchise seekers. They 
can decline to grant any franchise for 
_which full compensation is not secured. 

It is a mere matter of methods. The 
city can lease a franchise for a term of 

years; it can limit the earnings of the 
corporation on the money invested and 
provide that the excess shall go to the 
City Treasury, or, better still, be applied 
to the reduction of fares or rates. It 
can tax cars or passenger fares. 

There is no excuse for the enrichment 
of corporations or individuals at the ex- 
pense of citizens. Such a course can be 
explained only on the ground of corrupt 
influence. If it is persisted in, citizens 
will be compelled to take the matter in 
their hands and adopt the plan of munici- 

pal control, if not ownership, of light- 
ing plants and street railways.

TRUSTS TRIUMPHANT. 

In October, 1896, the Post-Dispatch 
printed a list of 139 trusts and combines, 
formed to control prices and prevent 
, competition. Since then, as was to have 
_been expected under the regime of the 
‘party favorable to Trusts, not one of 
these unlawful concerns has been broken 
up by Government action. On the con- 


l trary, the further formation of Trusts 


‘has gone actively on, And there is not 
'the least hope that the people will get 
‘any relief for the next three years. 
During the past twelve months the fol- 
lowing new trusts or re-formations of old 
‘combines have been reported: 

| Bicycle tube-makers, wood-working ma- 
chinery manufacturers, malting com- 
panies, glucose manufacturers, sheet iron 
and enameled ware makers, sewer-pipe 
makers, milk companies of New York, 
cracker companies, wire-nail makers, 
window glass manufacturers, wholesale 
clothiem, theaters, several gas companies. 

The only two legal actions of any im- 
portance against Trusts, reported in the 
same period, were an attempted injunc- 
tion in the case of the Glucose Trust, and 
an investigation of the sewer-pipe com- 
bine by the Attorney General. The in- 
junction was defeated and the investiga- 
tion apparently fell through. 

For the present the Trusts are fn the 
saddle. But the people’s turn will come. 
They know that a democratic form of 
government will be impossible when the 
industries by which they live are con- 
trolled by a few men, whose power gives 
them a dominant influence in politics. 
The reckoning is inevitable. What kind 
of reckoning shall it be?

George Copeland Is Now De-| 
mented and Knows It. 


MAD ON PSYCHIC RESEARCH. 


TELLS THE STORY OF HIS DIVER- 
SIFIED EXPERIENCES ON 
FOUR CONTINENTS. 


HE IS A BACHELOR OF ARTS. 


Man Who Had Himself Locked Up for 
Fear He Woulil Become Violent Has 
Been Soldier, Student, Teach- 
er, Painter and Laborer. 


Tommy Atkins, gone daft on psychology, 
hypnotism and the materiality of the im- 
material, is in the observation ward at ihe 
City Hospital. 

As soon as Dr. Sutter gets through study- 
ing his case this unfortunate specimen of 
the British Grenadier will be sent to the 
Insane Asylum. 

His name is George Copeland and he 1s 
84 years old. He fought the Zulus in South 
Afriea; he was a lance sergeant in a regi- 
ment of foot during the Burmege troubics 
in 1888; he won the degree of bachelor of 
arts in Redding school, Westminster; he 
studied pathology under Dr, Annandale of 
Edinburgh; he taught in Westminster 
school in London; he owned a coffee plan- 
tation in Brazil.

Copeland went to the City Dispensary of his 
own volition, and asked to be locked wp, 
as he feared he might kill somebody. He 
said he was wounded in the head jn Burmah

He died while I was a child. When I was 
15 I enlisted in a foot regiment, which was 
sent to South Africa.

I had been pro- 
moted to lance sergeant and hoped to go 
another step soon. In a small skirmish in 
1888 I was wounded in the head. An opera- 
tion was performed and several splinters of 
bone were removed.

“IT was sent back home, where I inherited 
a small bit of money from my father’s es- 
tate. While I was in the army I studied 
hard and made some progress in the science 
of psychology. It had a fascination for me.

WENT HOME IN GOOD SPIRITS. 


His Last Words Related to 2 Mustard 
Plaster for His Somewhat In- 
flamed Chest: 


Clarence Williams went to bed with a 
corpse Thursday shortly after midnight in 
his room in the rear of 1128% Chestnut 
street. When he found it out his cries 
aroused the household. He fled from the 


room. 

The corpse was that of his brother, J. W. 
Williams, who had left their place of busi- 
ness, a saloon, under the New York House, 
Main and Market streets, several hours be- 
fore in'apparently good spirits. As he went 
away he told Clatence he would find a 
mustard plaster on the mantel piece, and 
to arouse him and place it on his breast. 

Clarence thought nothing of this request, 
as his brother had been ill and was taking 
quinine capsules for pains in the chest 
oD: »>W. Williams reached his room about 
9:3) p. m., according to Mrs. Davis, the land- 
lady, who heard him making a fire in the 
stove, Clarence got home about 12:30 a, m, 
He saw his brother in bed, seemingly sound 
rare His clothes were hung in the usual

Clarence pulled off his clothes and was in 
bed When he thought of the mustard plaster, 
warmed it over the lamp and attempted to 
turn his brother over. He was lying almost 
flat on his face. 

Clarence could not arouse his brother and 
his bo iy was like lead.

ONLY A HORSE REPOSITORY OF 
DIPHTHERETIC ANTI-TOX- 
INE, BUT A REAL HERO.

GAVE HIS LIFE FOR HUMANITY. 


He Produced a Gallon of Serum, a 
Month and Saved Hundreds 
of Child Lives. 


“Anti-Toxin Ben” ts dead. 

Hundreds will grieve when they’ learn 
Ben's identity, and what a self-sacrificing 
friend he was; how he gave up his life’s 
blood that little children might be saved 
from suffering and death. 

‘Ren’ was a horse, and they dubbed him 
“Anti-Tox'n’ because he wae one of the 
first horses to be immunized for d'phtheria 
serum for the Board of Health. The serum 
was for free distribution, 

Ben was about 15 hands high, a deep bay, 
with long mane and tail, and, well groomed 


‘las he was in later years, he looked like a 


thoroughbred. 

“RBen"’ was the first of the three horses 
purchased by Health Commissioner Stark- 
loff to experiment on in the production of 
diphtheria serum, and which have been s0 
carefully looked after at the Poor-house 
stables, It is estimated that the serum 
furnished from these horees in three years, 
if sold, would have been worth $20,000, 

“Ben’s’’ death was trag:c. He died a 
martyr to science, His death resulted from 
a most violent attack of tetanus (lockjaw), 
and the most skilled veterinarians strove in 
vain to save his life. 

It was noticed on Monday that ‘‘Ben”’ 
was sick, and though he tried to eat, he 
could not open his mouth. “Ben” had 
taken a suden cold that was developing into 
pneumonia, and while ghat apparent’y 
yielded to treatment, all efforts to make 
his clenched jaws relax were unavall.ng. 
‘‘Ben’s”’ suffering ended Wednesday, when 
he was ordered to be killed. . 

“That horse was worth $3,000 {n cash,” 
said Dr. Starkloff, ‘‘and we would not have 
parted with him at any price, though I 
belleve I only paid $30 for him. He was only 
3 years old then and an ordinary look.ng 
plug, but under good treatment he soon 
deveioped into as fine a specimen of a 
horse as 1 ever saw. He was a living, mov- 
ing body of diphtheretic anti-toxine—more 
thorougaly immunized than any animal lI 
have ever seen, and existed longer under 
the virus. He was very s:cK at first,. but 
soon got over it, and each month he could 
stand larger doses, : 

“We took from h'm about one galion of 
blood a month, and the number of lives 
that that one horse helped to save might 
be wounted by the hundreds and probabiy 
thousands. 

‘I don’t believe I have ever heard of but 
one or two cases of lockjaw in horses, and 
veterinarians say they are of very rare 
foccurrence, yet there is no doubt but that 
‘‘Ben’’ died of lockjaw. We are at a loss 
to attribute it to anything else except an 
acute cold, and “Ben’’ came by the cold 
just like many a man who !s carefully 
groomed and watched to protect him from 
every ailment.’”’

Professor ef the Sheboygan Schools 
Compelled to Resign and Many 
of the Teachers Will Have 
to Retire.

SHEBOYGAN, Wis., Dec. 2—The resig- 
nation of Prof. George W. Ferguson, princi- 
pal of the schools here, who introduced 
hypnotism among the pupils, has surely 
mitigated the evil. Hypnotism has spread 
throughout the 4.000 children, and as a re- 
sult one-third of the pupils of the Sheboygan 
sdhools hypnotizing “the other two-thirds 
is! the spectacle 1evealed by the develop- 
mbnts to-day in the exposure of the 
erice of suggestion” in the educational in- 
stitutions in this city. The practical dem- 
onstrattons of the science made in tife pres- 
enre of pupils, with other pupils as sub- 
je¢ts, counled with discourses on the sub- 
jeet and hints on now to place persons in 
“a §Btote ‘' hypnosis, have developed many 
amateurs in the art. They include the 
latger boys and many girls numbered 
among the students. How successful any 
of these young Svengalis may have become 
is' not known, Wut it has come _ to the 
knowledge of the school authorities and 
many parents thatthe children are prac- 
tiding hypnotism upoh one another. 

A epecial meeting of the Schoo] Board was 
held to investigate the matter. The com- 
piaint is made by Adolph Kuehlmann, su- 
perintendent of the Mattoon Manufactur.ng 
Ca., and is against George W. Ferguson, in- 
sttuctor in drawing, who has found many 
subjects for hypnotic experiments among 
public school pupils. It is charged that on 
an| afternoon a few days ago Mr. Ferguson 
was at the Fourth Ward School, and on 
leaving asked eight or ten of the pupils to 
accompany hm to the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lb. Bowmann, 1227 South Eighth street, 
wiiere he gave a demonstration in hypnosis, 
Some of the children were not susceptible 
of suggestion, and could not be placed in 
a state of hynnosis. Others were hypno- 
tized. Fhey were made to do various things 
under sugggestion, and were brought out 
of hypnosis in the usual manner. 

When the children went to their homes 
they told where they had been and what 
had bern done. In several of the homes 
the facts aroused the féelings of the 
parents. Among the children experimented 
on were those of Adolph Kuehimann, super- 
intend nt of the Mattoon Manufacturing Co. 
He laid the facts before School Commie- 
sioner Koepsell and asked that they be sub- 
mitted to the board. 

One instance in which Mr. Ferguson {is al- 
leged to have practiced hynnotiem in the 
echoolroom is reported: from the Second 
Ward School. , It -s asserted that he used 
three or four pupils tn a demonstration of 
his powers, Another instance outside the

IN HER ROOM. 


GROOM A CLEVELAND MAN. 


Became Acquainted With Miss Rose 
Six Years Ago and the Wed- 
ding Was the Result of 
Correspondence, 


The vagaries of Cupid passeth under- 
standing: The latest instance of it fs the 
announcement of the marriage of “Miss 
Katherine Rose of Palmyra, Mo., to Edwin 
S. Varnell, a Cleveland, O., traveling man. 

The ceremony was performed by Rev. J. 
B. Dingle of Palmyra at the bride’s home. 
The newly married couple took the train 
for St. Louis, and are now registered at 
the Lindell Hotel 

The bride is the same Kate Rose, for love 
of whom Dr. J. W: Norris gave up his life. 
Four months ago the seneational-scene oc- 
curred in the young lady’s bed-room, which 
culminated in the shooting of Dr. Norris by 
her father. Now she Is the bride of an- 
Other. 

The night of Friday, July 16, Daniel Rose 
of Palmyra was unable to sleep. He got up 
at 1 o'clock Saturday morning and went out 
on the porch to smoke his pipe. He heard 
voices in h's daughter’s room. and an in- 
vestigation found a ladder reaching to her 
bed-room window. 

He thought a burglar had effected an.en- 
trance. Proceeding to the room he found, 
not a burgiar, but his neighbor, Dr. Norris. 
The midnight visitor was engaging Miss 
lhiose in conversation. 

The father, overwhelmed with shame and 
anger, rushed on the intruder. He had 
armed himself with a knife in anticipation 
of an encounter with a burglar. He tried io 
use iton Dr. Norris, but the latter, who was 
the superior physically, disarmed him, beat 
him and escaped, "he neighbors were 
aroused by the noise and the true version of 
the encounter thus became public prop- 
erty. 

Miss Rose was 20 years old, a beautiful 
girl and fascinating. Dr. Norris was a mar- 
ried man and the next door neighbor of the 
the Roses, Both oc upied high social posi- 
tions, and naturally the scandal created a 
tremendous sensation, 

Next day Mr. Rose took his daughter away 
§n a buggy to the home of her brother, sev- 
eral miles in the country, there to remain 
until the worst of the storm blew over. Then 
he returned to Palmyra, 

Dr. Norris remained at his home and kept 
liis office hours as usual. Daniel Rose had 
sworn to kill him, but the doctor did not 
betray any intention of abandoning his home 
and practice. 

The sequel came a week later. On July 23 
Nose saw Dr. Norris leave the post-office. 
Jie shot him-in the back, Dr. Norris drew 
his p!stul and returned the fire, the ball just 
grating Mr. Rose’s shoulder. Lying prone 
on the pavement the mortally wounded doc- 
tor fired again, but the bullet went wide of 
the mark. Then Rose was seized and dis- 
armed, and the wounded man was removed 
to his home, 

From the moment the shot was fired Dr. 
Norris was paralyzed from the hips down. 
The ball was imbedded in the spine and cut 
the spinal cord. It was supposed he would 
die forthwith, but a strong constitut on 
kept him up. He professed conversion and 
was received into the Baptist Church. He 
made what reparation he could. There 
Was no denying the fact, but he declared it 
was his first visit-to her room. His wife 
freely forgave him and ministered to him 
to the last. 

Several weeks later he was brought to 
St. Louis to be operated on. He died from 
the effects of the operation three days later. 
Mr. Ros was not indicted for the shooting. 

Mr. Varnell formed the acquaintance of 
Miss Rose six years ago. The tragedy and 
the publicity given to her name led to his 
writ ng to her. She replied and a corre- 
Spondence was established, which ended in 
t leir marriage yesterday.

A PLEASANT AFFAIR. 


Miss E. 0. Jones’ Reception and Novel 
Art Exhibit. 


St. Louis artists are much interested this 
week in a series of receptions which are 
given from 3 to 5 o’clock p. m. by Miss E. 


v 
O. Jones, in her suite of rooms in the 


Studio Building, corner Jefferson and Wash- 
ington avenues. Miss Jones’ favorite art 
work is china-painting, and in this field 
She has made great progress. 

Her rooms in the Studio Building have, 
during the five years in which she has occu- 
pied them, been gradually furnished and 
decorated with valuable odds and ends 
from all parts of the World. In the North 
Studio, where the largest collection of her 
work is exhibited, the walls are hung with 
Oriental tapestry, while in one corner of 
the room is a Turkish couch and canopy. 


In the center of this apartment are mnar- 
row tables, loaded with specimens of Miss 
Jones’ exquisite work. 
Among the most beautiful of these are 
three tall claret jugs of fine Haviland 
china, decorated with clusters of grapes 
and rich green leaves. Not less beautiful 
than the tankards is a slender toast-cup 
with a long stem, a flaring base and a 
quaint egg-shaped bowl. The bow] is lined 
with solid gilt and decorated on the out- 
side with sprays of yellow roses. Another 
superb piece of work is executed on a Di 
punch bowl of fine china covered in an all- 
over design of grapes with little laughing 
Bacchante faces peeping through the green 
leaves. A handsome fish set consists of a 
long, narrow platter and six plates, dec- 
orated with a dainty sea-shell design. A 
three-handled loving cup is lined with gilt 
and adorned with clusters of ripe currants 
with their delicate leaves. 
In the south studio, where the walls are 
hung with superb rugs, are several glass 
cases filled with rare bits-of bric-a-brac. 
In here is Miss Jones’ favorite piece of 
work—an eight-inch medallion of porce- 
lain, upon which is a charming, delicate 
figure cailed ‘‘Spring.’”’

NO DOUBT ON EARTH OF THIS. 


Owners, Horses and All Are Placed 
Under the Ban for Running 
There Yesterday. 


The Jockey Club refused to grant Pim- 
Jico a permit to run yesterday. 

The Jockey Club had no right to grant 
Buch a permit, anyhow. _. ' 

But the Pimlico managers went along 
without the permit, and as a result the 
famous old track at Baltimore has been 
outlawed, 

All the horsemen who -raced their horses 
Over that course yesterday are outlawed, 

All the horses raced over it then are 
also outlawed, 

There is no getting away from 
facts. , 

It wae not claimed In these columns yes- 
terday that Pimlico is under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Turf Congress, nor has any 
cla'm been made that parties outlawed by 
the Turf Congress would be barred from 
racing on any other than Turf Congress 
tracks. But the Turf Congress has jurisdic- 
tion over the Weetern tracks and can pre- 
vent those who disregard its rules from 
racing on such tracks. 

The Turf Congress not only has authority 
to so decree, but more than that it can do 
nothing else according to section 6 of the. 
by-laws governing that body, notwithstand- 
ing what President Maffett, or ex-President 
Labold or other individual members of the 
Congress may say. Section 6 of the by- 
laws, the fundamental] principles under- 
lying the organization known as the Amer- 
ican Turf Congress, reads as follows: 

“The Congress shall not recognize or its 
members permit any racing in the United 
States east of the Rocky Mountains and 
north of latitude 35 degrees during the 
months of January, February or December” 
of any year; nor shall any racing by elec- 
tric or other artificial Nght be recognized 
or permitted anywhere or at any time of 
the year. For participating in any such 
meeting or racing, as prohibited, each mem- 
ber of the Congress shall disqualify and 
thereafter exclude from engagement or par- 
ticipation in any meeting or racing held by 
it or upon its track, every person who shall 
act in any official capacity, or as book- 
maker or poolseller; every owner or trainer 
Who shall run any horse, and every jockcy 
Who shali ride the same. and every horse 
oy shall rr, or /s owned, trained or under 

1@ control of any of the herein abov n- 
tioned persons. am sino 

And if any association not a member of 
this congress shall permit any of the above 
disqualified persons or horses to participate 
in racing on its course, then al] other 
horses or persons thereafter participating 
n its racing shall likewise, be disqual'fied. 

his rule shall 2180 apply to all race tracks 
Upon which such racing takes place or is 
allowed, Members of the congress shal] 
mot book upon events on disqualified tracks 
a@nd associations not members so doing 
hall be disqualified, and those persons and 
orses in any tanner participating in the 
racing on the tracks thereof shal] be barred 
all privileges on the tracks of members of 
fom congress. Any member of the congress

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YALE AND CORNELL. 


A Boat Race in the Spring Is Practi- 
cally Assured. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Dec, 2.—All the 
facts to the negotiations for a race be- 
tween Yale and Cornell universities’ crews 
have been made public. The challenge, 


‘which was from Yale, was forwarded to 
Ithica last Saturday, and suggested a race 
at New London next spring; a week or ten 
days after the. Yale-Harvard race at the 
}same place, an alternative proposition be- 
ing that Cornell join with the other two 
universities and make a triangular con- 
test, it being understood, however, that 
Harvard’s consent to this latter plan is yet 
to be obtained. Cornell’s reply, received 
on yesterday, was not conclusive, but in- 
timated a desire for a conference. This, it 
is understood, Yale is ready to concede. 

Yale’s first obligation called for the com- 
‘pletion of negotiations with Harvard, with 
whom, by virtue of a five-years’ agreement, 
she was bound to race. For the Yale- 
Harvard race the New London course was 
unhesitatingly named, and immediately af- 
ter this point had been settled Yale pre- 
pared her challenge to Cornell, naturally 
naming the Thames as the course. Yale 
will go to the proposed conference preparcd 
to extend to Cornell the most sportsmanlike 
courtesies and believing that the New 
Yorkers will meet them in a similar spirit. 
Yale desires a race with Cornell and such 
a contest is so far assured as to be lacking 
only in details, which will unquestionably 
be satisfactorily agreed upon.

Vigorous Action of the Illinois Millers’ 
Association. 


SPRINGFIELD, I1., Dec. 2.—The twenty- 
third annual meeting of the State Millers’ 
Association was held here yesterday. There 
Was a good rer qesent: ation of the members 
of the association-present from all parts of 
the State. KE. C. Kreidier of Jackson- 
ville, presided, Co!. W. L. Barnum, BSecre- 
tary of the National Millers’ Fire Insurance 
Co., and Dr. A. R. McKinney, Secretary of 
the Iliinois Millers’ Fre Insurance Co., 
Were present and submitted their reports 
of the work of the past year. The reports 
showed the insurance compar.es to be in 
@ flour!tshing cond!tion. 

The Commitiees on Reciprocity, which 
Was appointed at the last meeting of the 
association, submitted a  feport, which 
showed that the committee was mecting 
with good success in iis efforts to effect 
reciproc'ty with the South American coun- 
tries. it was the sense of the ee that 
the committee he continued until the nex¢ 
meéting. This conyn! ys e is compo sed of C 
._B. Cole peester ; Seybt, Highland; D. 
S. Shelabarge Under the Wilson 
tariff reciptoc ty with South American 
countries~was abolished. The National A&- 
fFOciation of Millers for several years past 
has been trying to effect reeiprocity with 
these countries, and the report of the State 
committees was 'o the effect that matters 
looked bright for a restoration of recip- 
rocity within a short time. 

The asrociation discussed the adulteration 
of flour and took steps to préveht it. The 
members of the association are experienc- 
ing great difficulties at pre sent with miilll- 
ers of the State who in the manufacture cf 
flour mix corn and wheat. This was con- 
demned by the assoctation and a commit- 
tee was appointed to prepare resolutions. 
This committee consisted of Theodore Is- 
mert, Murphysboro: T. Koeningsmark, Wa- 
terioo; H. B. Sparks, Alton. The following 
resolution was prepared by Mr. Sparks ant 
unanimously adopted: 

“Wherens, It is well known that a large 
number of millers, both of the Northwest 
and of the South, are using and mixing 
corn flour in their wheat flour and selling 
it as pure wheat flour; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That this action is a fraud, 
and not only tends to demoralize the busi. 
ness of milling, but is doing a great harm 
to the honest miller, as weil as to demoral- 
ize and do an immense harm to this great 
American industry, and we, thé millers of 
Tilinols, tn convention, condemn this fraud 
upon honesty.’ 

The election of officers resulted as fol- 
lows: President, E. C. Kreidier, Jackson- 
ville: Vice President, D. KR. Sparks, Alton; 
Secretary and Treasurer, Cc, H. BSeybdt, 
Highland; Assistant Secretary, Otto Guss- 
mann, Highland.

WANT RIGHTS IN SCHOOLS. 


Contrary to Expectations, the School 
Board Is Not Made a Party 
to the Suit. 


Ate er three months of protestation and 
preparation the colored citizens of Alton, 
who want their children to attend the same 
schools as the white children, have got the 
matter in shape for the Supreme Court to 
pass on one branch of it. 

Mayor Henry Brueggemann and the mem- 
bers of the City Council have been cited to 
appear at Springfield next Tuesday to an- 
ewer the charge of Alton negroes that the 
police, acting by order of the defendants, 
have prevented négro children from attend- 
ing the public schools for no reasor except 


that they were negroes, 
It was thought that the attorneys *for 


the negroes would direct the proceedings 
against the School Board, as the executive 


body, but the board fs not a party to the 


suit, 
It was long the custom in Alton for white 


and colored children to attend the same 
schools. The school ‘directors and the 
teachers found it unsatisfactory, and last 
spring two new school houses were built 
and set apart for the use of the negro chil- 
dren. They were better buildings than any 
of the others, and the purpose expressed was 
to have the curriculum in each quite as 
comprehensive as in the white schools. 
Some of the colored people approved of 
separating the races. It was the only rete, 
they claimed, that aporen casemate wou

They objected to the race line being drawn 
and said their children should go to the 
schools attended by white children whether 
the superintendent liked it or not.

The fire began in the northwest corner of 
the second floor of the paper companys 
building, and ig thought to have been 
caused by a careless employe dropping a 
lighted match or cigarette in a mass of 
paper. Such was the inflammable nature 
of the material the flames fed upon that 
the entire floor was ablaze before anybody 
was aware of it. 

The Fire Department was given much 
credit for the efficient manner in which the 
fire was handled and confined to {ts original 
location after it had spread to the buildings 
on the east, north and south. The work 
was done under the disadvantage of narrow 
streets and a network of wires. W. B. 
Woodward of Woodward & Tiernan sent a 
note with a check for $250 to Chief Swing- 
ley Wednesday night. The check was for 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. The note was 
one of commendation.
